Fast Compositors. 

They don’t know what a fast type-setter 
is in the Northwest. A soAalled fast one 
is thus described by one of the newspapers 
up there: 

In the office of a Wisconsin journal 
there is a compositor who sets type so 
rapidly that the friction of his movements 
fuses the leaden emblems in his stick, mak- 
ing them solid stereotype plate. The only 
way to prevent this is to have his case 
submerged in water; and the rapidity of 
his motion keeps the water boiling and 
bubbling sothat eggs have been boiled in the 
space-box. Pipes lead from the bottom 
of this case to a boiler in the press-room, 
and the steam generated by the fast com- 
positor's motion runs the power press. In 
one day he set so much that it took all 
hands, from editor to devil, three weeks to 
read proof, and it wasn’t his good day for 
setting type, either. 

That fellow would have to do a great 
deal better than that, or he would starve 
in the Evening Extukss office, where there 
are several compositors, either of whom 
could give him fifteen hundred thousand 
ems the start in a race of two hours and 
beat him to death and back again. He is 
no more to be compared to our fastest 
compositor than a snail is to a streak of 
ightning. This compositor of ours has a 
fire-proof case made with boxes which hold 
each ten bushels of letter, and when he 
begins work those piles of type all disap- 
pear simultaneously, just as so many piles 
of gunpowder disappear when you touch a 
red-hot poker to them. He lias been 
known to fill thirty-three miles of galleys 
iu half a day, solid agate, and a fort y- 
horse power engine, consuming two tuns 
of coal per day, was holding him back all 
the time. If he had been uncoupled from 
the engine and allowed to spread himself, 
his proof-sheets would have been as long 
the Pacific railroad.

Suicide. 

Mr. Frederick ltemcgan, who lives at a 
place known as Finley’s Knob, in this 
county, some fifteen years ago employed a 
German named Martin Mayer. The long 
period Mayer has remained with Mr. 
Rcmegau is sufficient proof of his good 
character, sobriety and industry. About 
one month ago Mayer was attacked by a 
disease which not only gave him great 
physical pain, but almost totally destroy- 
ed his mental faculties, and lie was, about 
three weeks since, brought to the city and 
placed in a hospital for medical treat- 
ment. He was not at all satisfied with 
hospital life, and soon escaped from the 
institution and went back to the country. 
His friends there received him with great 
kindness. They soon discovered, how- 
ever, that it would be unsafe to allow him 
to remain there, as his mind was becom- 
ing more and more diseased each day. 
They agreed upon a day to bring him to 
the city for the purpose of having 
him properly examined, in order to 
send him to the State Asylum 
for the insane. They brought him here, 
but on the day they arrived the business 
at the City Court was so great, his case 
was not taken in hand. He was taken to 
a physician, who prescribed for him, and 
he was again taken to the house of a 
friend in the country. For some time he 
seemed to be improvingin mind and body; 
but this change was only the foreruuuer 
of the worst of all his misfortunes. A 
horrible delusion took possession of his 
mind — that he was a very unworthy man, 
aud that he was intensely hated by his 
friends, lie. On last Friday, and while 
suffering under this terrible hallucination, 
he left his friend’s house aud made his way 
to a grove at some distance where he 
hung himself’ to a tree with hempen cord un- 
til life was extinct. Coroner Moore was 
notified of the occurrence and proceeded 
to the place designated, where he held an 
inquest. The jury returned a verdict in 
accordance with the above statements.

The pall- 
bearers and other members of the so- 
ciety had on their uniforms and badges 
when they entered the edifice. When 
Father Lawler saw this he informed the 
assembly that he could not proceed with 
the usual funeral services; that, although 
he was a friend to the deceased 
officer, bis family, and to all present, or- 
ders from his superiors in the church for- 
bade him proceeding further with the 
ceremonies. The Brotherhood then took 
the remains of their esteemed officer 
and proceeded to the cemetery, where they 
laid them to rest with due respect Sad the 
honors of the society. 

These orders from the church have their 
origin in the understanding that the Fe- 
nian organization is political in its char 
acter, and as such, it is deemed improper 
. for the clergy to take part iu any of its 
public proceedings. 

A Hard Chso. 

A particularly hard case was before the 
City Court this morning. About half-past 
nine o’clock on Saturday evening Lieut. 
Newman found two men, Wm. Parman 
and John Dugan, fighting on the corner of 
Hancock and Jefferson streets. Ife ar- 
rested them and put them in a station- 
house. At the trial this morning some 
very ugly disclosures were made, to-wit: 
Mrs. Parman, wife of William, swore 
that he had threatened to kill her if he 
found her ontside of her house. She and 
her little girl had gone to a markethouse 
to purchase vegetables. At the market 
she had met Dugan aud another man, and 
telling them about her husband’s threats* 
asked them to accompany her home for 
protection. Dugan went with her, 
and when they had reached the corner of 
Hancock and Jefferson they met her hus- 
band. As soon us the husband saw Dugau 
with his wife, lie uttered on oath and 
knocked him down with a bowlder, and 
stamped him with his feet. About this 
time Lieut. Newman came up and took 
both men in charge. Mrs. Parman testi- 
fied that her husband had brought from 
Missouri his own sister and endeavored to 
coerce her into a life of shame 
and had also turned his own house 
into a retreat for bad women. At this 
juncture the Judge declared that the case 
was becoming too filthy to pursue it fur- 
ther, and fined Parman $5 and placed him 
under a bond of $300 to be of good and 
respectable behavior for the term of six 
mouths.

U. S. DISTRICT COURT. 

Prisoner Removal in a Prostrated 
Condition. 

John Overton, who was charged with 

having shot and wounded one Jack Thur- 
man in Wayne county some months 
since, wa3 this morning found guilty by 
i jury. The court sentenced him to 
; five years imprisonment in the .State Pen- 
j itentiary. 

Benj. Spalding, one of the partes who 
resisted the special bailiff of the U. S. 
Marshal, W. A. Merriwether, at Howard’s 
mills, last fall, was this morning 
found guilty by the jury, and 
the court fixed his senteuce at one years’ 
imprisonment in the State penitentiary. 

The case of the United States vs. B % 
Marks et. al. was brought to a close. 
Messrs. Marks 4 Bensinger, bankers, bro- 
kers, pensiou agents. 4c., of this city, were 
the defendants in this case. The defend- 
ants, as we have heretofore stated, were 
charged with collecting larger fees 
for obtaining pension and boun- 
ty money for one Mrs. Fitzgerald 
than is allowable by the law. The jury 
returned a verdict of guilty. 

Since the commencement of this trial 
Mr. Bensinger s health has been gradnaHy 
tailing, and for the past two days he has 
been completely prostrated. He was taken 
to the court-room this morning to receive 
the sentence of the court. The 
Judge seeing that Mr. Bensinger was 
hardly conscious of anything parsing 
around him, deferred pronouncing sen- 
tence until next Thursday. Mr. Ben- 
saiger was removed from court in a faint- 
ing condition and was taken home in the 
charge of an officer. 

**T. Benton A Co.” 

The Bassil Brothers, of whom we gave 
an account in Saturday evening’s issue, 
were presented before the City Court <his 
morning tor trial. The facts showed they 
had applied to the Mayor of Jeffersonville 
tor the privilege of organizing a secret de- 
tective police force to act at large and in 
conjunction with other forces of like 
character, which they said were organized 
in the Eastern cities.

This story would not do, as the officers had 
seen them since that time. They then went 
into the house, when they found both 
parties and arrested them with their 
badges on. His Honor held them in one 
thousaud dollars bond for one year. 

The Opera House Litigation. 

The case of Bugbee versus Fuller for 
possession of the Opera House was before 
Esquire Matlack this morning. The ac- 
tion of Bugbee was on a writ of forcible 
entry and dtlanre detainer. The fact is 
that the complainant wa3 in possession of 
the Opera House and Fuller repossessed 
himself of it without asking Bugbee * 
leave for alleged violation of contract in 
not paying the rent. The Esquire in- 
structed the jury that if they believed 
Bugbee was in possession of the building 
oa th - 9th of June they should find against 
Fuller. The jury so found, and an appeal 
was taken to the higher court. It wiil be 
decided at the October term. In the mean- 
time Capt. Fuller keeps the keys and is 
master of the situation. 

IN ADVANCE OF THE MAIL. 

Thirtyr-six Hours from New York. 

We are indebted to the attentions of 
Jao. Fowler, conductor of the silverjlalace 
car “Eclipse,” for New York papers in 
advance of the mails, only thirty-six 
hours out.

The trial of Capt. Wm. B. Donaldson, 
charged with killing A. Henry Anderson, 
a colored porter on the steamer Great Re- 
public, last August, will, commence to- 
morrow.

Towards night, however, Hildebrand 
crawled out of the house and escaped to 
the woods and has not been captured. He 
is a very desperate character, was a mcr- 1 
ciless bushwhacker dvring the war, and he 
is said to have committed the most diabol- 
ical atrocities.
